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STATISTICAL  SUMMARY  OF  THE  DECIDUOUS  FRUIT  EXPORT  SEASON,  1937-38 

Apples 

Exports  Increase  sharply  in  1937-38 

Principally  because  of  the  large  United  States  apple  crop  in  1937 
and  the  resulting  low  prices,  exports  of  fresh  apples  during  the  1937-38 
season,  July  to  June,  Jumped  to  10,960,000  bushels  compared  with  6,800,000 
bushels  shipped  the  preceding  season.    The  total,  however,  was  below  the 
average  movement  of  12,960,000  bushels  for  the  5  years,  1931-32  to  1935-36. 
The  United  Kingdom  was  the  principal  market,  accounting  for  39  percent  of 
the  total  shipments  -  5  percent  more  than  the  proportion  taken  in  1936-37. 
France  provided  the  second  most  important  outlet,  followed  by  Belgium,  the 
Netherlands,  Germany,  and  Sweden.    Shipments  to  Canada  declined  almost  200,000 
bushels,  chiefly  as  a  result  of  the  large  Canadian  crop.    Denmark,  China, 
and  Tunisia,  all  of  which  take  negligible  quantities  of  fresh  apples,  were 
the  only  other  countries  to  show  decreases  over  the  previous  season* 

Boxed  Shipments  increase 

Exports  of  boxed  apples  totaled  7,507,000  boxes,  or  2,300,000  k>n 
than  shipments  the  previous  season  but  slightly  under  the  average  of 
7,762,000  boxes  exported  in  the  5-year  period  1931-32  to  1935-36.  The 
United  Kingdom,  the  principal  outlet,  accounted  for  2,201,000  boxes, 
followed  by  France  which  took  1,430,000  boxes,  the  Netherlands,  Germany, 
Belgium,  Canada  and  Sweden.    Boxed  apples  brought  an  average  of  $1.26  for 
the  season,  considerably  less  than  the  $1.57  per  box  reoeived  the  previous 
year  but  only  slightly  less  than  the  5- year  average  return.    Boxed  shipments 
represented  15  percent  of  the  total  production  in  the  4  Western  "box" 
states. 

Barrel  and  basket  movement  much  heavier 

The  movement  of  apples  in  barrels  increased  from  446,000  to  889,000 
barrels.    The  United  Kingdom  took  597,000  barrels,  or  67  percent  of  the 
total  exports  in  barrels.    Belgium  was  the  only  other  country  to  account 
for  more  than  100,000  barrels.    Value  averaged  $3.95  per  barrel,  compared 
with  #4.17  during  the  1936-37  season. 

Exports  of  apples  in  baskets  increased  almost  four-fold,  rising  to 
784,000  baskets  from  210,000  baskets  the  previous  season.    Belgium  was  the 
most  important  outlet,  taking  311,000  baskets,  followed  by  the  United 
Kingdom  with  303,000.    These  two  countries  accounted  for  78  percent  of  the 
total  basket  shipments.    Apples  in  baskets  averaged  $1.71,  which  was 
slightly  less  than  the  return  during  1936-37  but  equal  to  the  average 
return  for  the  4  seasons,  1932-33  to  1935-36.    Exports  in  barrels  and 
baskets  were  equivalent  to  4  percent  of  the  total  production  in  the  14 
Eastern  states*

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New  York  regains  first  place  as  point  of  export 

New  York  City,  which  dropped  to  second  place  as  a  point  of  export 
in  1936-37  because  of  the  small  barrel  and  basket  movement,  regained  first 
place  during  the  past  season.    Around  75  percent  of  the  barrel  and  basket 
shipments  and  20  percent  of  the  boxed  apples  were  cleared  through  this 
port.    Over  half  the  total  boxed  shipments  left  Seattle,  Washington  and 
Portland,  Oregon,  which  followed  New  York  as  ports  of  heaviest  shipment. 

Canned  apple  exports  drop  slightly 

Exports  of  canned  apples  and  apple  sauce  dropped  to  238,000  cases  in 
1937-38.    This  quantity  was  less  than  shipments  in  1936-37  and  the  preceding 
5-year  average  by  3,000  and  100,000  oases,  respectively.    The  United  Kingdom 
as  usual  took  practically  the  entire  canned  export. 

Increase  in  dried  apple  shipments 

Dried  apple  shipments  reached  12,200  short  tons,  compared  with 
10,600  in  1936-37.    The  Netherlands  replaced  Prance  as  the  principal  outlet, 
and  was  followed  by  France,  Sweden,  and  the  United  Kingdom.    Because  of  ex- 
change and  trade  restrictions,  Germany,  which  formerly  was  the  leading  market 
for  dried  apples,  imported  only  781  short  tons,  compared  with  an  average  of 
6,594  tons  during  the  period  1931-32  to  1935-36.    Dried  apple  exports  were 
equivalent  to  over  3^  million  bushels  of  fresh  apples  and  amounted  to 
nearly  49  percent  of  the  total  dried  apple  production  in  this  country. 

The  movement  of  dried  apple  waste,  except  pomace,  the  only  other 
apple  product  reported  separately,  totaled  1,708  short  tons,  a  record  high 
for  the  4  seasons  for  which  statistics  on  exports  of  this  product  are  avail- 
able.   Sharp  increases  over  the  past  seasons  were  reported  for  Belgium,  the 
Netherlands,  and  France,  these  countries  taking  practically  the  entire 
movement • 

Pears 

Fresh  pear  shipments  set  record 

Exports  of  fresh  pears  from  the  United  States  reached  an  all-time 
high  of  2,694,000  bushels,  compared  with  2,626,000  in  1936-37  and  the 
previous  record  of  2,693,000  bushels  established  in  the  1930-31  season. 
The  record  crop  in  this  country  chiefly  accounted  for  the  increased  ship- 
ments.   The  United  Kingdom,  the  most  important  market,  took  1,200,000 
bushels  -  44  percent  of  the  total  -  an  increase  of  125,000  bushels  over  the 
previous  season.    France,  the  second  largest  outlet,  took  only  373,000 
bushels  or  25,000  less  than  in  1936-37.    Canada,  dropped  from  second  to 
third  place  with  a  decrease  of  over  200,000  bushels.    Sweden  and  the 
Netherlands  were  the  only  other  countries  to  take  more  than  100,000  bushels. 
Exports  to  European  countries  increased  from  68  percent  of  the  total  in 
1936-37  to  75  percent  in  the  past  season.    Returns  averaged  $1.87  per 
bushel,  or  2  cents  a  bushel  more  than  prices  for  the  previous  season. 
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Canned  pear  and  salad  fruit  decreased 

Exports  of  canned  pears  dropped  to  1,183,000  cases,  around  lt»^.000 
fewer  than  the  1936-37  exports.    Value  per  case  averaged  $3.48  or  slightly 
below  the  figure  for  the  previous  year.    The  United  Kingdom  as  usual  took 
the  bulk  of  the  exports,  accounting  for  almost  92  percent  of  the  total, 
with  the  Irish  Free  State,  Cuba,  France,  the  Netherlands,  Netherlands 
Indies  and  British  Malaya  taking  more  than  3,000  cases  each. 

Canned  salad  fruit  and  cocktail  shipments  declined  to  652,000  cases, 
a  decrease  of  more  than  100,000  from  1936-37;  value  averaged  12  cents  a 
case  less  than  a  year  ago*    The  United  Kingdom  also  accounted  for  the  bulk  - 
86  percent  -  of  the  canned  salad  fruit  exports,  followed  by  the  Irish  Free 
State,  Belgium,  Cuba,  British  India  and  France. 

Fewer  dried  pears;  more  dried  fruit  compote 

Shipments  -of  dried  pears  from  the  United  States  declined  to  2,800 
short  tons,  a  drop  of  800  short  tons,  while  the  average  return  dropped  $20 
per  ton.    France  was  the  most  important  outlet,  followed  by  the  United 
Kingdom,  Sweden,  the  Netherlands,  and  Canada. 

Exports  of  dried  fruit  compote,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  an  increase 
of  2,000  short  tons,  though  the  average  value  declined  to  $108  per  ton  in 
the  1937-38  season.    Most  of  the  exports  were  to  Sweden,  followed  by  the 
United  Kingdom,  Norway,  Canada,  and  France. 

Grapes 

Grape  exports  set  all-time  record;  raisins  increase 

Exports  of  fresh  grapes  established  an  all-time  record  of  35,000 
short  tons,  7,000  more  than  in  the  previous  record  movement  in  1928-29  and 
12,000  tons  greater  than  shipments  in  1936-37.    The  United  Kingdom,  account- 
ing for  most  of  the  increase,  took  10,600  short  tons  compared  with  4,200 
tons  the  previous  season.    Canada,  the  most  important  market,  took  2,500 
tons  more  than  in  1936-37.    These  two  countries  alone  received  73  percent  of 
the  total  movement. 

The  wide  distribution  of  the  grapes  exported  was  encouraging;  10 
countries  took  more  than  400  tons  and  17  countries  imported  over  100  short 
tons  each.     Only  a  few  Latin  American  countries  and  China  and  Hong  Kong 
showed  a  decrease  from  the  1936-37  season.    The  price  per  ton  was  almost  as 
high  as  last  season's  return  and  was  substantially  above  the  average  for 
the  5  years,  1931-32  to  1935-36. 

Although  raisin  exports  did  not  reach  record  proportions,  shipments 
totaled  70,700  short  tons,  more  than  14,000  short  tons  larger  than  the 
1936-37  movement  and  substantially  above  the  5- year  average  of  53,200  tons. 
The  United  Kingdom  was  the  principal  market,  followed  by  the  Netherlands, 
Sweden,  France  and  Belgium.
